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THE  HISTORY 

Tyndale  University  College  &  Seminary  was  founded  in  1894  as  the  Toronto 
Bible  Training  School.  Later  known  as  Toronto  Bible  College,  it  merged 
with  London  Bible  Institute  (established  in  1935  and  later  known  as 
London  College  of  Bible  and  Missions)  in  1968  to  become  Ontario  Bible 
College.  The  Seminary  was  established  in  1976.  In  1998,  the  name  Tyndale 
was  assumed,  honouring  the  heritage  of  the  Father  of  the  English  Bible, 
William  Tyndale  (1494-1 536).  Tyndale  was  an  English  reformer  who 
studied  and  translated  the  Scriptures  with  a  passion  for  the  Christian  faith 
and  a  willingness  to  follow  God  no  matter  the  cost.  He  is  a  model  for 
scholarship,  faith,  and  vision.  In  2003,  Tyndale  was  accorded  university 
college  status  by  the  provincial  government.  In  2007,  Tyndale  received 
approval  from  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Training,  Colleges  and  Universities 
and  from  the  Ontario  College  of  Teachers  to  offer  a  Bachelor  of  Education 
program.  The  Seminary  programs  are  accredited  by  The  Association  of 
Theological  Schools  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  (ATS).  In  2007, 
Tyndale  purchased  the  Morrow  Park  property  from  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph  of  Toronto.  Tyndale  is  an  evangelical,  transdenominational  school 
with  over  1,200  students  and  more  than  9,000  alumni.
